He paid the fees on 6-8-2000^$3TOo)^r28-2000 ( two 
payments of $148.00 and $150.00). 

JERRY AYERS of Jeffersonville, Indiana, contacted The New Philadelphia Police 
Dep artment on 7-5 -00. AYERS i nformed Offic er Dennis Vitt that he purchased items 
from HHHHH on E-Bay and HHHHH did not send the items to him. AYERS 
askecnn^oMc^Tepartment to assisHiirTHr^btaining the purchased items. The items 
were purchased on 6-12-00 ancMh^Dhce was $500.56. By 7-15-00 AYERS had 
received his merchandise from^^^|^|. 

Chief Staggers played an audiocassette recording of a telephone call received by the 
police department. The telephone call was received on 7-31-00 at 6:32 PM. A person, 
identifying himself as ANDY B RINKLY of BR INK LY ELECTRO NICS of North Carolina, 
stated he received radios frorn^^^^^^^ and requeste d the radios be 

programmed. BRINKLY said he needed to venf^ha^^^jBH|B was a police 
officer. BRINKLY was told to contact the chief. BRINKLY na^To^allecnDack.
